R. NICHOLAS O’DWYER, En- 
gineering Inspector of the Free 
Ktate Local Government Department, held 
an inquiry into the affairs of the Urban 
Council, at Trim yesterday, when evidence 
was given in regard to the manner in 
which the Counecil’s business has been con- 
ducted since the time of its election, 

The principal witness was Mr. P. Healy, 
Clerk to the Council. 

Members of the Council present were : — 
Messrs. Bernard Reilly (Chairman), H; 
Allen, T. Creighton, J. Doran, W. 
Sweeney, and J. Byrne. 


| 
Mr. D. Reilly, solicitor, appeared for 


the Council. 

Mr. P. Healy, clerk to the Council, gave 
particulars of revenue and expenditure for 
the years 1924-25 and 1025-26 up to dist of 
March. last. The total valuation of the 
Council area, he said, was £2,287. A rate of 
a penny in the pound would produce £8 17s, 
The population of the district was 1,488. 
Rents. collected from property amounted to 
£15 2s. 11d. yearly, and house rents amounted 
to £143 15s. a year. The total estate pro- 
duced £560 a year. The rate struck for 
several years was 15s. in the £. The revenuo 
from’ the gas works was £440 14s. 4d. There 
was £129 8s, 9d. unaccounted for by the col- 
lector, against whom legal proceedings were 
pending. The total revenue for the year 
1924-1925,. from all sources, was £6,321, and 
the expenditure that year was £7,894 Qs. 8d. 
The total revenue for the year ended lst 
March, 1926, was £5,867 4s.. 7d., and the 
expenditure was £5,109 3s. 10d, 

Asked if he made the Council aware that 
the expenditure had been nearly £8,000, while 
they budgetted for only £5,000, the Clerk 
said that the Council were aware of the posi- 
rion. 

How did you come to strike a rate of only 
15s. for the last year when you were.so much 
in debt? Because if we struck a higher rate, 
the ratepayers would not pay at all. The 
discrepancy betwéen the revenue of the two 
vears and the expenditure was due to the 
jact that the compensation for the destruc- 
tion of the Town Hall had been paid and ex- 
pended in the year 1924-25. That compensa- 
tion was £2,350, and it was expended in re- 
building the hall; but it was not enough, and 
— iss to be borrowed. 

le Inspector-——You were practically £1,000 
short in 1924-25 ; did the Council take any 
steps to raise sufficient money to meet the 
position last year? None, but the striking 
of the 15s. rate, as in the previous year. 

In reply to questions by Mr. Reilly, Mr. 
Healy said that he had been town clerk for 
twenty-four years. In 1911 the total district 
rate was 4s. dd. in the £; and in the follow- 
ing year 1t was increased to 7s. 6d. or 8s. 6d. 
in the £ to meet the deficit. Loans for local 
improvements had added to the costs. The 
gas works had been a source of loss for the 
past five years, amounting to £1,700. The 
rate necessary to meet liabilities up to the 
present should be 37s. in the £, 

The Inspector—Would such a rate be 
feasible to collect? I do not think it would 
be possible. The Council resigned in a body 
on May 3rd because they had received no 
reply from the Ministry to their statement in 
reply to what was regarded as a _‘‘ scathing 
report ” made by Inspector Gleeson. 

THE COUNCIL'S REQUEST. 

Mr. Bernard Reilly, late Chairman of the 
Council, said that a deputation from the 
Council had waited upon the Minister for 
Local Government in January last, and had 
put the facts of the financial position before 
him. They asked to be allowed to consolidate 
the loans, and to allow them to arrange with 
the bank, and so let the Council start from 
scratch. The Minister did not agree to their 
proposals. The reason why he had left the 
chair at the Council meetjng was that he 
could not agree to the striking of the high 
rate that was required to meet their obliga- 
tions, 

Mr. Patrick Keating, gas manager, said 
that they were producing gas at Be. 6d, per 
thousand cubic feet, and selling it at 12s. 6d. 
The reason why the industry was not payimg 
was that they had to introduce new 
machinery and repair worn-out plant; but 
he hoped, during this year, to make a profit. 

Mr. J. Gleeson, Inspector. under the Local 
Government Department, stated that on the 
6th of February last he visited Trim and 
made an informal investigation, as he was 
directed to do so by his Department, and he 
made a report. 

Mr. Reilly, solicitor, called for that report, 
and the Town Clerk read it. The following 
extracts are taken from the re ~~ The 
roughly compiled statement of the Council’s 
assets and liabilities has, at the date of my 
investigation, disclosed a deficiency of, ap- 
proximately, £1,800. This would require, for 
its discharge in a given financial year, a 
super-rate of 18s. in the pound, in addition 
to the ordinary town rate. The seriousness of 
this position does not a r to be adequately 
ealised, either by the Connell or the Town 
Clerk. But the township cannot go on 
indefinitely ‘increasing its liabilities and post- 
Poning the discharge of its obligations, and 
uphold, at the same time, a costly administra- 
‘tion J find that some of the more important 
hooks had not been written up to date, and 
there was @ state of general untidiness in the 
Town Clerk’s office. This would go to 
show that, owing to his numerous offices and 
interests, he was unable to devote to the 
more serious aspects of administration that 
concentrated attention which is normally pro- 
ductive of sound management and healthy 
finance. In his endeavour to cope with his 
numerous duties he has the assistance of his 
daughter, not only in the collection of gas 
and rent revenue, but in the collection of 
rates, which .is*both unauthorised and ir- 
regular, 

“The Town Clerk has a farm of some 25 
acres, and is interested, both in a residential 
and proprietary capacity, in a local pnblic- 
hi use, which he states js let to Mr. Mathew 
Mathews. + In this connection, it would 
éppcat that, owing to delay in receiving road 
grants in the autumn of 1925, many of the 
road men had to go without their wages for 
ome weeks, and that when the grants were 
forthcoming the shop debts which *had been 
run up in the interval by the workmen were 
ceducted by the Town Clerk when disbursing 
their ower-due wages, and handed over by 
um to Mr, Mathews.”’

WICKLOW FARMERS’ COSTS.

RETAILERS’ PROFIT. 

No amount was allowed for depreciation of 
herd, as the practice was for the heifer calves 
to be reared to replenish the herd, the older 
cows being sold off at about eight years.

possible to control the price of milk, the wit- 
ness said that he was controlled. once, and 
that the price he got then was the best he 
ever got. 
In regard to the grading of milk, he said 
that he was in favour of grading, but it would 
be necessary to have the Am tested for tuber- 
culosis, and it would increase the cost of pro- 
duction. High-grade milk would get a higher 
rice.

| tended the Congress, at their own expense. 
lt was not becoming of any Minister, using 
the privilege of the Dail, to refer to their 
farmers as mountebanks with bees in their 
‘bonnets, and bad farmers, who ‘would not pay 
anybody. They. were told that the good 
farmer stayed at home and looked after bis 
own business; so did the good solicitor.

NET REVENUE 
QUESTION. 
———0 


Thegstatements submitted by‘ the Great 
Southern Railways Company as to the net 
revenue of the amalgamating companies 
and the absorbed companies for thé three 
years of account ended the Ist January, 
1914, were considered by the Free State 
Railway Tribunal at its sitting in the 
City Hall, Dublin, yesterday. 

At the sitting of the Court, 

Mr. Kelly, with whom were Messrs. 
Jellett, K.C., and Phelps, K.C., on behalf 
of the defendants in the matter of William 
‘'wibill,. merchant, Dundalk, . vesus ' the 
London, Midland and Scottish Railway and 
the Dundalk, Newry. and Granard Railway 
Companies, applied to have a motion put In 
the list of the Court and a day fixed for 'ts 
hearing. The question which the ‘notion 
would raise dealt with ‘the he te er of the 
Court, and it was purely a legal point. — 

The Court decided to hear the motion on 
June 18th next. 

PROVISIONS OF ACT. 

Mr, Hartnell Smith, accountant, Creat 
Southern Railways, expleined the | ag mag 
on which the statements submitted by. the 
company as to the net revenue of the amalga- 
mated and absorbed companies for the three 
years of account ended Lefora January Ist, 
1914, had been made up. It was provided 
by Section 53 (1) of the Railways Act, 
1924 :— 


“That the standard charges to be fixed in 
the first instance for the amalgamated com- 
pany shall be such as will, together with the 
other sources of revenue, in the optnion of 
the Railway Tribunal, so far as iB practicable, 
yield, with efficient and economical working 
and management, an annual net revenue, 
equivalent to the average annual aggregate 
net-revenue for the three years of account 
ended next, before the lst January, 1924, of 
the-amalgamating companies and the absorbed 


companies.” 
Mr. Smith gave three .sets of figures for 


the vears #011, 1912 and 1913, showing the 
net revenue of all the companies. He ex- 
plained that the accounts of the railway 
companies were made up for the years 1911. 
12 in the form provided by the Regulation 
of Railways Act, 1868. The printed accounts 
of thé’ companies did not show as a balance 
the net’ revenue which, on their interpreta- 
tion. was required by the. 1924 Act. 
DUBLIN AND KINGSTOWN RAILWAY. 
Mr. Ingram (Department of Industry and 
Commerce),:-commenting on Mr, Smith's 
statement, seid that he desired to draw atten- 
tion to some of the points contained in it. 
In the Dublin and Kingstown Railway a 
wrong period had been taken om account of 
the break in the year. There was also the 
baronial guaraniee contribution, the hotels 
and the control arrangements, which upset 
the system under which the hotel accounts 
were dealt with prior to 1914. His depart- 
ment thought that there was. a necessity to 
segregate the Cork City figures for each year 
for future purposes, because neither the 


ment Submitted, would: be able to arrive at 
the exact figare for the two years. 

The ‘most important consideration of a!ll— 
and to which Mr. Smith had made no 
reference whatever in his statement—was 
the method of dealing with the Fishguard 
and Rosslare Harbours accounts. His depart- 
ment.-had experienced great difficulty in 
regard. to that matter, and he was quite 
sure that the railway company had found 
just as great a difficulty. The first ques- 
tion he desired to put to the Tribunal 
was: Were the figures regarding this under- 
taking to be brought into this statement at 
all? 

THE ROSSLARE COMPANY. 

The: Rosslare Railway and Harbours Com- 
pany had only 104 miles of railway on this 
side of the Channel, with a line of connecting 
steamers to the offer side, where they had a 
smaller mileage of railway. It was not found 
possible to absorb this railway under the 1924 
Act, the reason being that part of it was in 
Great Britain and part in Ireland, with the 
head office outside the jurisdiction of the Free 
State, For these reasons it would appear to 
him that the figures of this railway should not 
‘he included in the statement of net revenue. 
They were, however, included in the state- 
ment, the reason being that it was utterly 
impossible to disintegrate them. 

They were trying to arrive at the net 
revenue, and on the amount of the net revenue 
the standard rates and fares would be fixed; 
hut they had no. power to fix standard rates 
for the figures of the Rosslare Railway. If 
the Tribunal decided that the figures of that 
company should not appear in the standard 
reyenue, and if they decided that they had 
no jurisdiction to fix standard charges for the 
figures of the Rosslare Railway there would 
be a eórtain amount of difficulty, but that 
matter might be dealt with under Section 31.

SUNSTROKE. 


COLLAPSE DURING FOOTBALL

Fconomists—or economisers—demand the 
abolition of the Free State’s Department. of 
Fisheries, but we think that the Minister 
has furnished -a, sound, apology “for: it. 
Allowance must be made for Mr. Lynch’s 
difficulties. ‘In the first. place, his work 
suffers in.a special degree from ““ that 
eternal. want of pence which vexes, public 
men’’; and many things that he would 
like to do are forbidden by the stern edict 
of the Minster for Finance. In the next 
place, the Free. State’s fisheries were 
neglected sadly uring the years of civil 
strife. When Irishmen were shooting one 
another our sea-fisherman’s grounds were 
usurped by foreign riyals; his boats and 
nets rotted;: and in the -inland - waters 
poacher and pike played havoc with salmon 
and trout. Mr. Lynch’s task has been not 
simply to maintain, but to revive, the sea 
and inland fisheries; and in ‘such a task 
progress must be slow.. Any critic can 
point an accusing finger, at the Ministry's 
acts of omission. - It has not answered the 
call for new boats, for protective cruisers, 
for the improved transport of fish; and it 
has not’ helped some of ‘the most. experi- 
enced sea-fishermen.to shake off.a crippling 
burden of debts. In other and very ‘im- 
portant respects, however, the Ministry 
can show a-good record of progress.’ Last 
year the value of the exports of all fish 
from ,the Saorstat incteased, by thirty per 
cent. and the imports ‘decreased by five 
per; ecnt. .Phe.. herring . fishings.: were 
notably successful, and prosperity begins 
to smile again ‘upon Howth, -Arklow and 
Dunmore... If: private . enterprise will 
support the Ministry’s effort -to establish 
a. fish: market. at Cork, the spectacle of 
imported fish soon may-cease to affront the 
national intelligence. 

We agree with Mr. Lynch that State 
expendituré is not a trustworthy: test of 
development in any branch of national 
industry. .

PORTMARNOCK SANDS. 
A SUNDAY SCENE. - 


From A CORRESPONDENT. 
Twenty-five years ago the strenuous walker 
or cyclist could hope to reward ‘his ° manly 
sweat by passing the Sunday afternoon ijn 
aristocratic  solitude’’ on the’ Portmarnock 
sands. Even to-day those sands are curiously 
inaceessible. Except the automobile-owner, 
everybody else must pay in sweat before he 
reaches the seashore. The road from the 
railway station is long enough and about the 
hottest and dustiest in iret, There are 
"buses to be seen, but, if they run at fixed 
hours, they contrive to keep the secret from 
the general public, 7 

Sunday was a beautiful day—as beautiful a 
day as a reasonable man can hope to see. Yet 
even on that beautiful afternoon there did not 
seem to be much more than one thousand 
people on the wonderful three-mile stretch of 
clean sand that extends from Portmarnock 
rocks to the mouth of the Baldoyle estuary. 
One thousand is too many for aristocratic 
solitude. Then, since aristocratic solitude can 
no longer be secured, let us regard those sands 
and that blue water as a spacious city bath 
designed by a greater than Rockefeller to 
freshen the faces of the luckless inhabitants 
of North Dublin’s melancholy streets. From 
that standpoint one thousand visitors is 
plainly far too few. Some motor "bus service 
ought to take a little pains to run us down 
and wash us in the blue water and sunlight. 

The hardy soúls who got to Portmarnock 
last Sunday had had recourse to every kind 
One saw 
beside primitive’ motor bicycles with ram- 
shackle side-cars' a line of antique jaunting 
cars,.punctuated by examples of Mr. Ford's 
earliest manner. Whether the qharirapers 
which drew the cars or the eugines which 
propelled the Fords were the older is a ques- 
tion for the experts, but their average. age 
might; be roughly estimated: at round about 
twenty years. Some of the visitors had come 
by. train—especially those who had more than 
four infants’ attached. These had to face that 
long, hot and dusty road to the sands. Many 
fell by the wayside into the tea and ginger- 
beer shops. They were the prudent ones; for 
no tea or ginger-beer is allowed on the sands, 
where the children are expected to drink salt 
sea-water only—that. is, if they. have. been 
weaned, | ) 

The cyclists were the most-lucky, bat their 
difficulties. began. when they got on the sands. 
There they had to abandon their cycles. and 
hope that the cycle-thief. would opt for; some- 
one .else’s mount. Indeed, the difficulty. in 
getting to Portmarnock is trivial compared 
with the hardships and dangers you have to 
endure when .you.have got upon the sznds. 
As already noted, no one seems to be allowed 
to sell tea or lemonade or other refreshments 
to the hungry or the thirsty, though two ice- 
cream men had+taken their lives in their hands 
and were driving a roaring tradé, Then the 
bathers are refjuired to undress in the face of 


the public and to leave’ their clothes -in' the. 


public’s care. Let us hope he*was not there 


that afternoon,. but I know -a little boy who: 


could not have resisted the temptation -to try 
the effect of a general swap round. Imagine 
bleuses exchanged ‘for knickerboekers . aiid 
stand-up collars for pairs of silk stockings; the 
nuschieft-maker retiring to a safe distance to 
watch the owners reconcile discrepancies as 
best they might on their return. from the 
waves. | 

Again, opinions as to the right amount of 
clothes to bathe in seemed to “vary rather 
sharply, The excess was commoner than the 
defect. Indeed, there was nothing anywhere 
to be seen that was not decent and orderly— 
which is more than can be said of the shore 
near Killiney or Bray on a bank holiday. 
Still, one can understand why the neighbour- 
ing land-holders haye thought fit to fence off 
the sandhills behind the beach ‘with their 
tempting, but fallacious, privacy; and 
certainly no camping on or near the sands 
should be permitted unless decent sanitary 
arrangements are made and enforced. 

Camping or no camping, there is need for 
arrangements and.regulations. Not one. but 
many thousands, ought to Have the enjoyment 
of that beach every fine Sunday afternoon. 
There should be adequate transport to get 
them there. There should be arrangements 
for the safe custody of the bicycles and of the 
bathers’ clothes. There should be refresh- 
ments to be bought on the sands and pre- 
cautions taken to prevent excessive litter and 
all other forms of indecency. Need we ‘also 
permit merry-go-rounds and such like? - It 
hardly seems necessary. No doubt, the merrv- 
go-rounds and the minstrels would be able to 
distract. the attention - of crowds; hut such 
distractions are good only for country ‘folk, 
whose minds are left at rest: all the vear 
round. We city folk have distractions enough 
on week-days, We go. to Portmarnock ‘for á 
change. Let the Sands and the blue water 
have their chance, and see. whether they will 
not be able to fill the minds of-all of us.

While Mr. C.: A. Jackson, manager of 
the Bank of Ireland in Gorey, and Mr. 
W. A. Dennison, a clerk in the bank, were 
driving in a motor car yesterday morning 
to the sub-office in Carnew with a con- 
siderable sum of money, an armed man 
tried to stop them at Rocktavern by shout- 
ing ‘‘ Halt.”’ , 

Mr. Jackson put the car at top speed 
just as two other men came from a lane, 
Two shots were fired after the car, but*its 
occupants escaped: without injury. 

When Carnew was reached Mr. Jackson 
reported the matter to the Civic Guard. 
and a number of Guards drove to the 
scene of the outrage. There they found a 
young man lying on the roadside in a 
dying condition. His name has not yet 
been ascertained, but be is believed to have 
been the man who shouted ‘ Halt” at 
Mr. Jackson’s err. 

The man was badly wounded in the 
stomach, apparently by a revolver shot, 
and he died five: minutes after the arrival 
‘of the Guards and before a clergyman, 
who was summoned, could reach him.

FUNDAMENTALISTS 
DEFEATED. - 


“THE WORST KIND OF. 
HERESY.” 


(From Our Srectat. CORRESTONDENT. ) 
BELFAST, Tuesday. 

The General Assembly of the Irish Presby- 
terian Church, which opened in the Church 
House, Belfast, yesterday evening, was one of 
the largest of recent years. There are several 
reasons for this. One of these is the personal 
popularity of the Rey,.R. K. Hanna. Minister 
of Adelaide road Church, Dublin, the newly- 
elected Moderator, who delivered an admirable 
opening address. The election of a» Junior 
Clerk of Assembly and General Secretary of 
the Church also stirred a good deal of interest ; 
for the position is one of great responsibility 
and influence: 


CHARGES OF HERESY. 


Public interest was also excited by charges | 


of heresy made by a retired minister, the Rev. 
James Hunter, M.A., of Knock, in respect of 
the teaching of some of the college professors— 
in particolar, that they taught the ‘fallibility 
of the Bible and the fallibility’ of Jesus. 

When the latter subject was reached vester- 
day morning, there was a crowded audience, 
and it was observed that in the galleries were 
many sympathisers with what is now known 
as Fundamentalism, The question before the 
Assembly, however, as it turned out, became 
one of order, and not of the material sub- 
stance of the charges. 

Mr. Hunter's action in publishing broad- 
sheets, headed ‘'S.O.S.."" in which he stig- 
matised the Belfast College as a seed-bed of 
Rationalism. and charged three professors hy 
name-witl heretical teaching, had been con- 
demned by the Presbytery of Belfast, which 
also inhibited Mr. Hunter from publishing any 
more pamphicts reflecting upon the professors, 


THE PRESSYTERY'S POSITION. 

The Presbytery’s position was that Mr. 
Hunter's action was alike unbrotherly and 
disorderly, The statutes of the Church pro- 
vide a constitutional way by which charges 
against ministers may be laid hefore its 
courts, tried end issued, and, by his direct 
appeal to the public, Mr. Hunter had ignored 
the law of the Church and injured the good 
name of‘his brethren... This was the position 
of the Presbvtgry, and when Mr. Hunter's 
appeal against its action came before the 
Assembly, the sole question allowed in debate 
was the propriety of the Presbytery’s con- 
demnation of Mr. Hunter. 

It was naturally difficult to keep out of the 
speeches what really !ay in the background— 
the question of the college teaching—but the 
house was not t4lerant of transgressors. B 


the decisive vote. of 499 to 115, the Assemble 


finally decided ‘to uphold the action of the 
Presbytery. 


THE SPIRIT AND THE LETTER. 

In moving the resolution that was adopted, 
the Rev. Dr. Bingham made an impressive 
speech, in the course of which he said that 
‘the worst kind of heresy is that which 
adhercs te the leiter of Scripture, and vidlates 
ii in its spirit and essence.”’ 


THE WORLD-WIDE MOVEMENT. 

Among other items of business yesterday 
was the reception of deputies from the 
Presbyterian Church of England. Among 
these was the Rev. T. W. MacPherson, its 
Moderator. and the Rev. W. 8. McCaughey, 
who was formerly a minister in Fermoy. 
World-wide Presbyterianism -was_repre- 
sented by the Rev Dr. Fleming, Secretary 
of the General Presbyterian Alliance, who 
reported on the Twélfth General Council held 
at Cardiff in June last. It is significant of 
the changed atmosphere in theology that so 
conservative a body should have appointed 
committees on each side of the Atlantic to 
work at drawing up a new Statement of 
Faith. Thirteen churches, most of ‘them 
in Eastern Europe, of the Présbytérian

ANOTHER. ATTACK ‘tY 
FUNDAMENTALISTS. 

In connection. with the report: of tae Com- 
mittee on students for the ministry and the 
Belfast College Committee, another attempt 
was made by the Fundamentalists to arraign 
the Belfast College teaching. It was first 
proposed by one of the leaders of the Bible 
Standards League,.a militant orthodox body 
recently formed, to add half-a-dozen safe and 
sound. elders'to the College Comnuites, and 
when this proposal was withdrawn, an 
attempt was made to get a committee 
appointed to examine the suitability of the 
theological text books in use in the College. 
Two of these books are Rashdale’s ‘‘ Con- 
science and- Christ, and ‘‘The Bible: its 
Origin, Significance and Abiding Worth,' by 
Professor A. S. Peake, and Mr. 1, J. 
Kinnear, in proposing the Committee, gave 
extracts from these books, which he con- 
sidered to be contrary to the truth. and 
dangerous to the faith of the students. 

He was ably controverted by the Rev. John 
Waddell, but in the upshot the Assembly 
agreed to a Committee which 
should advise with the Board of Studies in 
regard to the College text books. 


UNITED CHURCHES. 

Near to the hour of adjournment the 
report of the Colonial Mission was submitted 
by the Rev. R. J. Porter, and was spoken 
to by the Rev. Alexander McClurg, a 
minister of the Far West of Canada. Mr. 
McClurg declared himself a whole-hearted 
supporter of the union of the Presbyterian, 
Methodist, and Congregational Churches in 
Canada. He stated that out of the 4,700 
congregations in the Presbyterian Church of 
Canada. before the union, all but 700 had 
entered the United Church, and that out of 
its great band of foreign missionaries all 
but seventeen had declared for the union. 

At 4 p.m. the Assembly adjourned, leaving 
much business on the agenda untouched, to 
be thrown into tt limbo of lapsed business. 


MR. GOSSIP’S VIEWS. 

At the evening meeting the report of the 
Committee on the’ State of Religion was 
presented by the Rev..W. P. Hall, and an 
address on the subject was given by the 
Rev..A. J. Gossip, of Aberdeen. 

Mr. Gossip’s. speech, which was punctuated 
with applause and laughter, had to be cut 
short, to the great disappointfhent of the 
audience, owing to shortness of time. It is 
surely a pity that those who present reports 
do not confine their remarks within narrower 
limits, and so give more time to the dis- 
tinguished visitors from other churches.

QUESTIONS IN. PARLIAMENT. 

Mr, Lansbury, in the House of Commons 
yesterday, asked the Secretary for War if he 
was how in a position to state at what in- 
vestigation held to inquire into the truth of 
his allegations against the Indian military 
authorities Lieutenant Clendinning was 
afforded the opportunity of being present; if 
the evidence of the witnesses wishing to give 
evidence on behalf of this officer was taken 
at the investigation, and .if the evidence 
given against him was. subject to cross- 
examination by a legal representative of 
Lieutenant Clendinning. 

Captain -King said that the statements in 
writing from Mr. Clendinning and from those 
who gave evidence on his behalf were con- 
sidered by, the Army Council, under Section 
42 of the Army Act, on which the War Secre- 
tary in the Socialist Government found him- 
self unable to advise His- Majesty to issue 
any. special instructions. As he stated on 
April 27, there was nothing to warrant the 
reopening of this case. 

Mr. Lansbury asked if the hon. gentleman 
would reply to the last part of his question. 

Captain King, said that he thought that 
that followed from the first part of his reply. 
It was written evidence, and, of course, it 
was impossible to cross-examine on written 
evidence. 

Mr, Lansbury asked if Lieutenant Clen- 
dinning was allowed to be legally represented 
at this inquiry and if his legal representative 
was entitled to cross-examine the oral wit- 
nesses. 

Captain King said that the case was con- 
sidered by the Army Council on written evi- 
dence. Mr, Clendinning was not represented 
by counsel, nor were his representatives 
actually heard, but their written statements 
were considered by the proper appeal—the 
Army Council.

PARIS, Tuesday. 

There seems to be a chance that “ a Cabi- 
net. of all the talents,” which has been advo- 
cated for so long as an essential condition for 
thorough financial reform, may at length be 
realised. M. Péret, the Finance Minister, is 
strongly attached to the idea. He considers 
that, under the present conditions, it will be 
impossible for any Government to restore 
public confidence and to get an effective pro- 
ramme of financial reconstruction passed by 
Parliament unless it carries with it 
the authority of all the chief _poli- 
tical parties. M. Briand, the Prime 
Minister, expressed much the same idea in his 
last speech in the Chamber, when he aSked 
for the confidence of the whole House to 
enable the Government to proceed with its 
plans undisturbed. 

It is stated authoritatively this evening that 
M. Péret intends to raise the question at a 
Cabinet meeting to be held to-morrow morn- 
ing, as soon as M. Briand has arrived from 
Geneva, and that he will propose that the 
ranks of the Cabinet should be opened to 
include members of all parties who will join 
it. Should M. Péret’s proposal not be 
accepted by the Cabinet to-morrow, it is said 
that he will resign, himself, on the greund 
that he cannot do what he wants to do unless 
he feels that he has the whole country behind 
him. Thus it is not unlikely that some change 
will be made in the Cabinet in any case. 


LIBERAL SPLIT. 


MR, LLOYD GEQRGE’S 
VICTORY. 


The result of the meeting of the Liberal 
Parliamentary Party in the House of 
Commons last night, at which the 
voting . was twenty to twelve in 
favour of Mr. Lloyd George, caused 
little surprise) in political circles 
outside the party, as the members support- 
ing Lord Oxford and those supporting Mr. 
Lloyd George were fairly accurately known. 
Some surprise was expressed that Sir 
John Simon did not vote on the main 
resolution, deprecating the publicity given 
to Lord Oxford’s letter. 

The general view appears to be that it 
is for the twelve who voted against Mr. 
Lioyd George to make the next move, and 
it is expected that they will meet shortly 
to decide their course of action. 

After last night’s meeting the breach 
between the two factions seems to be com- 
plete,.and apparently. incapable of being 
bridged. There was, it is gathered, some 
very plain speaking at the meeting relating 
to the implied censure on Lord Oxford in 
Sir Robert Themas’s resolution. It is 
anticipated that Sir John Simon will lead 
in the House of Commons the twelve 
members who refused to acknoivledge Mr. 
Lloyd George’s leadership, but since Mr. 
Lloyd George is leader of the majority of 
the party, he will doubtless successfullv

Liberal Opposition. 

The official. report stated :— 

The adjourned party meeting of the Liberal 
Parliamentary Party was held at the House 
of Commons at five p.m., thirty-four members 
being present, and Mr. Lloyd George in the 
chair.

a Dail Eireann yesterday Mr. F. Lynch, 

Minister for Fisheries, completed his 
review of the work accomplished by his 
department during the last twelve 
months. 

The department deals not only with the 
inland and sea fisheries, but also with 
certain industrial undertakings in the 
congested districts. Its expenditure under 
three heads for the current year are esti- 
mated at :— 

Fishery Development 

Rural industries 

Administration 

On Monday Mr. Lynch dealt with the 
fisheries. Yesterday he examined - the 
position of the rural industries. Many 
of the undertakings, he said, were not 
paying, and a time limit must be put to 
the loss. Those that showed no sign of 
ever becoming self-supporting would bs 
closed, and the others, if possible, would 
be sold, so that they could be managed 
privately. 

Nearly every member who spoke in the 
discussion that followed the Minjster’s 
statement insisted that more money must 
be provided for the encouragement of the 
sea-fishing industry. The men, it was 
said, were handicapped by the lack of 
proper boats and gear, and the fishing 
grounds were not properly protected.

TROUT FISHING. 
Mr. P., W. Shaw: said that deputies and 
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during that period, from the beginning of 
April to the middle of June, prices were 
highest. - That market should be available 
for the Irish fishermen, but instead it was 
captured by the English and the Scots with 
their larger and superior boats and better 
equipment. 

He did not blame the Minister for 
Fisheries for what was happening; but he did 
say that the time had come to bring about 
a condition of things under which Irish 
fishermen would secure more of the benefits 
that nature had placed at their doors. They 
had the men and the fish, bat they had not 
the boats ahd the equipment. If the sea- 
fishing industry were to continue and develop 
there. must be more money for loans, which 
must. be issued on more favourable terms. 
There would alse. have to be a revaluation of 
the boats already pvrchased on lpan. 

He was not one of those advecating the 
abolition of the Ministry for Fisheries. On 
the contrary, he thought that it was one 
of the most essential of the public depart- 
ments, and he would go further and say 
that the Dail should insist on more money 
being placed at its disposal to carry on the 
work that it was capable of doing. 

THE BEST FISHING GROUNDS. 

Mr, Joseph McBride said that within easy 
reach of the Irish coast. were 49,000 square 
wiles of the world’s best fishing grounds. 
Those were fished by French, English and 
Scottish boats, but not by Lrish boats, . The reai 
reason for the neglect on the part of Irish 
fishernien was want of enterprise among the 
capitalists of the country. It would be a good 
thing for the country if the Minister: for 
Fisheries were placed in the position of being 
able to guarantee the dividend on capital 
invested in a steam trawling company in the 
Free State. He believed that all that was 
wanted to get money into the fishing industry 
was a little encouragement of that sort. The 
great stumbling block in the way was the 
Ministry of Finance, which should have more 
vision on an important matter of the kind. 

He expressed his appreciation of what the 
Department had accomplished for the kelp 
industry, which was practically dead three 
years ago. Thanks to the Minister, about 800 
tons was produced last year, and this year 
between 2,000 and 5,000 tons would be put on 
the market. 

For success in the industry evervthing now 
deperided on those engaged in it. If they did 
not use caré in the details of kelp-making 
nothing would come of the successful efforts to 
revive the industry. It was possible to find 
iwo men working at kelp-making, one getting 
£2 a ton and the other £8. Thar condition of 
things would have to be changed by the kelp- 
makers paying more attention to their work. 
There was a possibility of several subsidiary 
industries following on kelp-making. 

Mr. White said that it was the parsimonious 
policy of the Minister of Finance that was 
responsible for the hand-line fishermen . of 
Donegai being robbed of the fish by the poach- 
ing trawlers. The Minister could -not find 
money to provide a second protection cruiser, 
but he had money available to provide the 
luxury of broadcasting. The necessity for a 
second cruiser had frequently been. brought 
before the Minister for Finance, but the argu- 
ments had no more effect on him than a drop 
of water on a duck’s back. He would hear 
about it, however, in Denegal at the next 
elections. Tí proof were needed of the harm 
done by the pvaching trawlers, it was avail- 
able for the past few weeks, when those 
vessels were held up through the coa! shortage 
and ihe line-fishers were getting plenty of fish. 

INLAND FISHERIES. 

Major Bryan Cooper said that very little 
had been heard in the course of the discussion 
about the inland fisheries, and he thought that 
that was a symptom that people were pretty 
well satisfied with the course that had been 
adopted with regard to them. If the Fishery 
\ct were worked properly and the Garda 
Siochana gave their full co-operation, as he 
helieved they did. there would be no need to 
worry about the inland fisheries. 

With regard to the sea fisheries, there was 
greater difficulty. One additional cruiser 
would not suffice to protect the whole coast- 
line; that would require six cruisers, and it 
had not héen shown where the‘ cost ‘of those 
could be found. 

Irish fishermen along the coasts did not 
realise what they. were up against in the way 
of competition with modern equipment and 
machinery. They were intensely conservative, 
and did not adapt themselves. If the deep-sea 
fishing industry was to be reorganised, the 
Minister would have to educate the fishermen 
to a sense of what they were up against in 
the modern world, 

Professor Magennis said that the normal 
development of the fishing industry should 
be in the direction of providing the home 
market. The great difficulty lay in the de- 
ficiency of transport, and there State assist- 
ance was needed. 

Mr. McGoldrick Said that they had the 
most enterprising, most daring, and most

the general public did not realise the import- 
ance of the trout-fishing on the Westmeath 
lakes. Dering the present May-fly season one 
boat with two men got 200 fish in the past 
month; another boat with one man got 80. 
Lhe average. was six to eight fish per day, a 
good Many up to five and six pounds weight. 
That information was not given to the Press, 
because there was no accommodation for the 
thousands ef- visitors who would be brought 
to Westmeath by the news of the excellence 
of the fishing. As it was, many visitors had 
to travel on to the West of Ireland, because 
sufficient boats for fishing on the lakes were 
not available. 

The reason for the great success of this 
season's May-fly fishing was the existence of 
the Westmeath Angling Society, which 
employed a bailiff to work in conjunction with 
the Civic Guards. That protection had done 
away with the practice of catching trout after 
spawning, and salting and barrelling them. 
Now the trout were able to return to the lake. 
The Society had four hatcheries, and were 
allowed £12 10s. from the Department for the 
purchase ofova. For that investment. on the 
part of the State, the Society had put 30,000 
new trout. i&to the lakes, and of those only 
about three per cent. had not matured. To 
help to pay the bailiff the Department allowed 
£10, so an @xpenditure of £22 10s. was the 
total outlay of the Government on what was 
undoubtedly a gold mine. 

He based.» claim for a larger grant for the 
developmentiof the lake-fishing on the ground 
that they had a real live society already doing 
valuable work there, including the giving 
of rewards ior the destruction of cormorants.

Mr. Tadhg Murphy (West Cork) said that 
it was unfortunate that year after year 
deputies had to get up and repeat the same 
arguments to try to impress on the Govern- 
ment the necessity for more assistance for the 
fishitg industry. In his opinion, the whole 
policy of the Government in relation to the 
Ministry of Fisheries should be reviewed at 
once. No blame was to be attached to the 
Minister for Fisheries, himself. It was the 
general policy of the Government that was 
responsible for the present deplorable state 
of the industry. 

Mr. Sears appealed for a “more sym- 
pathetic ’’ considegation of the circumstances 
6f the poor fishermen on the West coast. They 
were looking to the Government for facilities 
to get to the Dublin market. 

Mr. Prior said that at Kinsalé a German 
was buying all the fish that could be got. 
It was cured in the open for want of shelter ; 
and it was shipped direct to Hamburg. 

Mr. Hefférnan suggested that guidance and 
assistance Should be given to rural industries, 
gó that they would market articles for which 
there was a demand in America and England. 
Attention io varieties of pattern and material 
to meet the requirements of the market was 
necessary. | 

Mr. Johfson suggested that the first need 
was the development of a *‘ small boat policy”’ 
with a view to satisfying a local demand, 
which the Minister should help to create. 

He wondered whether it would not be pos- 
sible for the Minister to conduct experiments 
with a view to creating a demand for cured 
mackerel im Ireland. Not one-tenth of the 
fish caught was consumed in this country. 

He thought that the problem of developing 
the fishing industry should be considered from 


an entirely different view-point to that taken 
by many of the Deputies who had spoken. 
He was regretful that the Minister had shown 
no bias, but had taken the line of least re- 
sistance. 

A GOOD EXAMPLE. 

Mr. Roddy said that in-the period 1901 to 
1905 the Congested Districts Board expended 
£214,000 on the improvement of piers and 
harbours. They provided £97,000 by way of 
loans in the same period, and also provided 
facilities for the training of fishermen in the 
arts of boat-repatring, net-making, and so on. 
The present Ministry of Fisheries could not 
afford to‘ be tess generous than a Department 
of the English Government—and they should 
bear in mind that the C.D.B. was only, re- 
sponsible for nine of the thirty-two counties. 

Mr. Mulcahy said that unless they made a 
systematic effort to define the possibilities of 
the fishing industry, they might go on listen- 
ing to this same type of debate for the next 
five or six years. They would get no further 
until they arranged to have from the Ministers 
an annual report on the fisheries of the 
country, and he suggested that when the vote 
was next pa fy the Minister should pre- 
sent a report showing as fully as possible 
where the resources of the fishing industry 


lay. 

' FARCICAL. |

Those costs were certainly 
not more than when the administration of the 
fisheries was carricd on by the Congested 
Districts Board and the Department of Agri- 
culture. The costs had to be high when they 
had to send highly*placed officials, engineers 
and superintendents for smal] works all over 
the country. The increasing number of local 
inquiries Sought for in connection with by- 
laws also cost more money. Requests for 
such inquiries could not very well be refused.

Mid-way in the page were these 
words: “ Faith or Infidelity—which is it to 
be?” At the bottom was another announce- 
ment: ‘‘ The Presbyterian College, a seed-bag 
of heresy.’ 

PROFESSOR NOT APPROACHED. 

The first paragraph in the document 
charged Professor Haire with violating his 
Ordination vow ‘and betraying the trust the 
Assembly committed to him. One quotation 
had no relation to what went before or 
followed if it did not suggest that Professor 
Haire was “a living lie.” Those tremendous 
accisations were made without proof given in 
the circular that would’ bear a moment's in 
vestigation. The Presbytery accepted Mr. 
Hunter’s assurance that he had no personal 
animosity towards Professor Haire, but it was 
learned that before the circular was issued 
Mr. Hunter made no approach to Professor 
Haire, that no opportunity had been given 
to the accused, to state what he actually did 
teach, to explain or defend his position. Had 
the leaflet been distributed to ministers only, 
probably their regard for their own Order 
would haye secured privacy until the case 
had been brought to trial. Mr. Hunter, how- 
ever, caused those tremendous charges to be 
sent abroad, to be circulated at. church doors 
in Belfast, and in far-off places in the 
country. 

After relating the history of the matter 
before the Committee atid the Frubrtan; Dr. 
Irwin concluded :—It ia for the Assembly to 
pronounce its judgment as to whether in 
circumstances unparalleled, the *Presbytery 
were right or wrong in doing what we could 
to bring this case to trial at.the very earliest 
possible moment, and in inhibiting Mr. 
Hunter from continuing to use methods that 
seemed to us utterly unconstitutional and 
likely to damage the good name of a brother, 
and to do great injury to our Church. 

The Rev. Robert Hyndman, a représenta- 
tive of the Presbytery, alluded to Mr. 
Hunter’s conduct as unconstitutional, un- 
christian and indefensible. 

His speech was interrupted from the gallery 
and the Moderator said that he would insist 
that all speakers got fair play. 

Mr. Hyndman pointed out that the charges 
by Mr. Hunter, if true, were calculated to 
rend the Church: from tea to bottom. Mr. 
Hunter did not bring the charge of heresy 
before either a Session, a Presbytery or. be- 
fore the College Committee, but printed and 
spread it broadcast among the elders and 
ministers. He held in doing so Mr. Hunter 
acted contrary to the code and constitution 
of his Church that he promised loyally to 
obey. 

Mr. George Hopper said that the laymen 
were unanimous on the finding appealed 
against. 

APPRENTICE BOYS. 

Mr. W. H. Snoddy said that the Appren- 
tice Boys had acted unconstitutionally, but 
they saved the Empire; they stood by Mr, 
Hunter becanse he stood by the doctrines 
which the Church had held for centuries, 
The laity was not concerned much with the 
cumbrous machinery of Church Courts, 
What they were concerned with was whether 
they stood by that old Book which had in- 
spired the Commandments. 

Mr. Snoddy (continuing)—You are bound 
when you are thinking of Mr. Hunter 
to think also of the circumstances as he sees 
them and as we see them, and as.a multitude 
of the laity see them.

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MILK AS CARRIER 
OF CONSUMPTION. 


TUBERCULAR CATTLE 
MENACE. 
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That it was a séanda! that there were no 
restrictions on the sale of milk from infected 
cattle, was the statement made by Mr. Martin 
at the monthly meeting of the Portadown 

own Council, when the sanitarv committee 
submitted a report dealing with the spread of 
tuberculosis through the agency of milk trom 
tubercular cattle, and the prevalence of the 
disease, contracted in this manner, among 
children. 

The report stated that the necessity for 
More extensive powers in regard to the super- 
vision and control of the mi:k supply was 
finally brought under the notice of the Com- 
mittee in March, 1923. After the lapse of con- 
siderable time local regulations were made, 
which provided that every cow from which 
milk was being sypplied to any person within 
the urban district must be tested with the 
tuberculin test, arid if found to be a ‘re- 
actor, the milk of such a cow to be prohibited 
from being supplied. 

CATTLE AFFECTED. 

_The preliminary report of the honorary 
Veterinary Inspector indicated that, if the 
regulations were enforced, anything like’ an 
adequate supply of milk would not be procur- 
able, as 38 per cent. of the cattle examined 
up to date were found to be re-actors. 


As the regulations since have remained in 
abeyance, and as the report of the Public 
Health Commission may not be submitted to 
the Northern Government for some time yet, 
the Committee consider that the Council 
should no longer maintain a passive attitude, 
and that determined action should be taken to 
check the spread of the disease through the 
agency of infected milk. 

The report goes on to deal with a visit 
paid by members of the Committee to the 
tuberculosis clinic in Bridge street and the 
ravages of the disease among the children 
of the town. - Several infants, in the opinion 
of the Medical Officer for Co. “Armagh (Dr. 
Robinson), contracted the disease through 
the milk supplied from tubercular cattle. 

THE TUBERCULIN TEST. 

The opinion of Mr. H. C. Kelly, V.8., was 
to the effect that although a cow may re- 
act to the test she may not at the time be 
secreting the disease through the milk, but 
it was admitted that the tuberculin test 
was virtually infallible. 

The report recommended that the local 
regulations be modified so as to provide that 
the milk of any cow which was found 
by bacteriological or biological test to be 
negative, be permitted to supply milk to the 
residents of the urban district, notwithstand- 
ing that such cow may have failed to pass 
the tuberculin test, but if later any trace 
of the disease was discovered the cow to be 
isolated and the use of the milk discontinued. 

The Committee’s report was adopted, and 
amended regulations, submitted by the Clerk, 
were dirécted to be sent to the Northern 
Ministry for Home Affairs for approval.
